To all which, the Informantmade 
him only general civil Anſwers, and ſo for that time they parted. 

This Informant further faith, That a Week or thereabouts afterwards, the fajll 
Lamport met him in Tower-ſtreet, and then demanded of him, what he rhoughe 
of the Diſcourſe they had the other day. This Informant replyed, I believe Sir, 
_ are concern'd, and know much of theſe Affairs, as to the making it out to 

a Presbyterian Plot. Then the ſaid Lamport ſwore, That he did know as 
much asany man, and more than this Informant would believe; Ant that this 
Informant mighttake what he ſaid for Truth : For ( faid he ) did 1 not tell you, 
That ſome of the Lords would be ſeiz'd on ſuddenly, and fent to the Tower? and 
don't you find my words to be ttue?

ling to ſift his Intentions, replied, =—1 have, Sir, been towards Whitehal , ſince
